west coast of Mexico. The vessel will 
be in charge of Charles Jenkinson. spe- 
cial representative of the state depart- 
ment. It will bear the red cross !iag as 
it is believed the ship will be better 
sble to perform its work under that 
banner, owing to the present temper of 
Mexicans, than 
under the American 


The" 
Buford, it is thought, will bring 


back between 500 and 1.000 Americans 
and probably a second trip will have to 
be made to accommodate all who wish 
to get away. 


Jenkinson arrived from 
Washington 


last Friday and has been busy loading 
the Buford with medicines and stores 
and of arranging for the embarking of 
hosiptal men nnd 
nurses 
aud soldier 


guards. 
The trip is expected to last 


from four to six weeks. 
The first stop 


will be made at Manzanillo September 
IS. 


For several years .Tenkinson was in 


Mexico, attached to the American em- 
bassy. 
He recently has made trips to 


Mexico to bring back refugees, landing 
one party in Galveston nnd another in 
New- York. 


"President. Wilson." he said, "intends 


thnt :ill Americans shall leave Mexico 
nnd having warned Americans to leave, 
there is nothing for the government <o 
do but to provide transportation for 
them to their homes in the states. 


"Of the 10.000 Americans in Mexico 


vhrn President Wilson issued his warn- 
ing, there probably will be less than i,- 
lion by the time the Buford returns to 
llik port."

father, found that his revolver was miss- 
ing. 
Alarmed, he notified the parents of 


the girl. Mr. and Mrs. Charles Lee, nnd 
a search was instituted. 


Mrs. Allen, the boy's grandmother, liv- 


ing at Palroo, nix miles distant, said he 
appeared at her home Saturday morn 
ing greatly excited and then disappeared 
in the woods.

A commission 
was appointed to investigate and report. Hon. William II. Evarts, one of the 
nation's greatest lawyers, twice secretary of state and later a member of the 
United States senate, was chairman of that commission and associated with 
him were some of New York State's greatest men. March G, 1S77, the com- 
mittee made a report that is as applicable today to cities governed by parti- 
san methods as it was thirty-six years ago. 
Of the introduction of state and 


national politics into municipal politics the commission declared: 


"The formation of general political parties upon differences as to general 


principles or methols of state policy is useful, or at all events inevitable. But 
is rare indeed that any such questions, or indeed any upon which 
good men 


ought to differ, arise in connection with the conduct of municipal affairs. 
Good 


men cannot and do not differ as to whether municipal debt ought to be restrict- 
ed, extravagance checked, and municipal affairs lodged in the hands of compe- 
tent and faithful officers. There is no more reason why the control of the pub- 
lic works of a great city should be lodged in the hands of a democrat or a re- 
publican than there is why the adherent of one or the other great parties 
should be made the superintendent of a business corporation. 
Good citizens in- 


terested in honest municipal government can secure that object only by acting 
together. 
Political divisions separate them at the start and render it impos- 


sible to secure the object desired equally by both. This obstacle 
to the 


union of good citizens paralyzes all ordinary efforts for good municipal gov- 


lent. * * * * * 
it jg through the agency of the great political par- 


ties that our municipal officers are and have long been selected. It can scarce- 
ly be matter of worjdcr then that the present condition of municinal affaira 
should present an Aspect so desperate,"

assistance in aiding the country corre- 
spondents who have, been unusually loin! 
in their demands for currency this sea- 
son. Mr. Rreen declares that it will be 


t least three days before he will know 
how much Fort Wayne is to receive. Af- 
ter this information has been authentic- 
ally submitted, a meeting of the Fort 
Wayne Clearing Housn association will 
be called. 


Fort Wayne bankers who are convers- 


ant with the crop moving demands for 
finances, believe that currency to the 
amount of one million dollar's will be 
supplied the country banks before the 
e.nd 
of the season, or by the first of

He had lived in Fort 


\\aync for four years and was born 
and reared at Columbia City, where his 
lather, Martin Decker, still resides. 
He 


is survived by his widow, one daughter, 
-Myrtle Decker, and an adopted child a. 
few months old. 


Left Home on Saturday. 


Decker left his home Saturday morn- 


ing to go to work and his family knew 
nothing of his whereabouts until news 
of the discovery of his body reached 
home. 
. 0° Sonday morning Mrs. Decker asked 
VI; 111mm H. LaTourette, republican can- 
didate for mayor, to make a aeareh for 
her huBband. Mr. LaTourette went to 
police headquarters thinking he might 
have been arrested and when lie did not 
nnd him among the prisoners he report- 
ed his absence aud asked tho officers to 
look for him. 


At midnight Saturday Decker left tho 


C.oodiellow saloon on Wcet Main street 
und where he spent the time between 
tins and the hour at which he took 
his life none of hia acquaintances wus 
able to tell. 


He had been out of work and in ad- 


dition to drinking heavily he was dis- 
couraged at his inability''to obtain and 
hold a position and the combination i.i 
given as the cause for his determination 
to end his life. 
May Have Thought of It a Month Ago 


III looking over the effects of the dend ' 


man Coroner E. H. Krusc found a not* 
on tho fly leaf of a memorandum book 
in his pocket that read as follows: 


''Fort Wayue, 8-17-13. 


"To whom it may concern: 
"f hope they will take a lesson of 


it nnd do better than I have done. This ' 
I have thought of it for days and nights 
for a long time and 1 hope some doctor 
will examine my head when I am gone." 


This note was unsigned. 
Whether 


Decker made a mistake ami wrote the 
eighth month to represent .September 
or whether he contemplated taking his 
life just a month ago is a question that 
the coroner is unable to solve but. be- 
lieves 
I he note was written on yester- 


day.

IS TESTED 


Newspapers Likely to Ig- 


nore Law Against Print- 


ing the Details. 


LAW CHANGE PLEASES 


Little Rwk, Kept. 8.—The law enacted 


by the Arkansas legislature, substituting 
electrocution for hanging, in the execu- 
tion of criminals convicted of capital of- 
fenses, has become ifl'ective. 
All per- 


sons convicted of nipitftl offenses com- 
mitted after June 13 last, where the pen- 
alty is death, will be electrocuted in a 
specially prepared death chamber in the 
state penitentiary at Little Rock. 


The lirst to die by this method was 


Lee Simnis, a negro who wns electrocuted 
September !>. Robert Thrcct, of Conway, 
a negro, convicted of assaulting a white 
woman, which is a capital ollcnse in 
Arkansas, has been sentenced to die in 
tho chair October (I. There may be an 
appeal in the Threct case. 


Section 10 of tho law specifically pro- 


vides thnt "no. newspaper or person shall 
print or publish tho details of the exe- 
cution of criminals under this act. 
Only 


the fact that tho criminal was executed 
shall be printed or published." 


No Penalty Prescribed. 


But no penalty is prescribed tor the 


newspaper that prints all the details, and. 
at most, the olfenso could be considered 
no more than a misdemeanor, or possibly 
a contempt, which might send the pub- 
lisher to jail for a while—if any court 
desired to push the prosecution. 


It is generally believed that this fea- 


ture of the law will be ignored by the 
newspapers, which will publish, as usual, 
whatever details their managers may re- 
gard as of public interest. One, of tha 
Little Rock dailies condemns the statute 
as "one of those darned-fool laws that are 
never enforced and never do any good." 


The substitution of the electric chair 


for the gallows in Arkansas meets with 
very general approval by all 
citizens. 


The seventy-five sheriffs of tho state are 
especially pleased. During the last ses- 
sion of the legislature tliey indorsed the 
proposed act. 
Now, as soon as a crim- 


inal is condemned to death he 'is hurried 
to the death cell in Little Rock to await 
his execution or the action of the higher 
courts. 


"Homemade" Product. 


The electric chjir to be used by Ar- 


kansas is a "homemade" product, built 
under the direction of Prof. W. N. Glad- 
son, of the University of Arkansas, at 
a cost of $702.05. 
The cabinet work 


was done in the, shops at the state uni- 
versity and tha electrical work by a Chi- 
cago firm.- It is wired for an alternating 
current from the stats plant located in 
the same building. Usually two impacts 
are needed. In the first about 2,000 volts 
are needed nnd in tho second 1,000 volts. 
The current reaches the vital parts of 
the body through electrodes at the wrist, 
and scalp and the left ankle. 


The death chair was first successfully 


tested after installation when a heavy 
steer was electrocuted, the current that 
passed through its body varying from 
2,200 to 200 volts in thirty seconds. One 
electrode was attached to the animal's 
head, the other to n .hind leg. 


Lee Simms, alias Will Rogers, alias 


John Perry, who "dedicated" tho death 
chair, was a negro with a police record. 
He wns executed for attacking a white 
woman at Brassfield. He was brought to 
Little Rock nt the time to avoid lynching. 
He confessed the crime nnd had n speedy 
trial. The jury was out only twenty- 
five minutes nn.d Judge Eugene Lnnkford 
then pronounced the new form of sen- 
tence for the first time in the state, vary- 
ing from the old formula that the con- 
demned felon should bo "hanged by the 
neck until ho is dead."

A. Randall in which he expresses un- 
limited pleasure over the fact that tht 
board of army engineers lias ordered a 
detailed survey for tho Toledo, Fort 
V.'nyJie and Lake Michigan barge canal. 
Mr. Taylor wrote the lirst pamphlet per- 
taining to this waterway and on several 
different (Veasions be spoke before spe- 
cial committees at Washington, D. C, 
and Toledo. 


According to Mr. Randall, Mr. Tay- 


lor's maps and articles urging the estab- 
lishment of the canal, have done more 
toward obtaining the 
detailed 
survey, 


than anything else. He was one of tbu 
original promoters of the project, and 
spent several weeks with Colonel John 
.Millis. of tho board of arjuy engineers, 
in making the preliminary survey. 


Work to Start Soon. 


Mr Randall believes that the work of 


surveying for the waterway will begin 
within the next week, and it is consid- 
ered likely that a corps of army engi- 
neers will be sent to Fort Wayne within 
a few din's. 
Colonel Millis is at the 


head of the committee in charge of tha 
survey, nnd is is urging all possible hasta 
in completing the work.

Dr. Walter Peet Sets Out 


Some Home Cures for 


the Ailment. 


SOME CAUSES OF IT 


New York, Sept. 8.—''No, that young 


woman opposite you in the subway has 
not lost her parents," said Walter Feet, 
M. D., the other day. "To be sure, she 
is weeping copiously, but it is only be- 
cause our annual hay fever season has 
started in. 


"We'll see tears and wd eyes and noses 


and hear sneezes all around ua for a 
while. 


"Considering that it is a comparatively 


flight disease, its victims sutler much- 
Their discomfort is in inverse ratio to 
the unimportance of the ailment. Also 
it is absolutely without danger. This is 
the reason that there has been BO little 
research among scientists as to its cause 
and cure. But the infected ones (it U an 
infection) consider it far from unirn 
portant, so much so thai, they have n 
Hay Fever association which holds annual 
conventions. 


"Hay fever has several aliases and is 


variously known as autumn catarrh, hay 
asthma, rose cold, summer catarrh, polli- 
nosis and vass-motor rhinitis. 


"The affection was first described in 


1819 hr Bostock, who called it catarrhus 
aestivus. There are two forms, the 'June 
cold,' or 'rose cold,' which comes on in 
the spring, and the autumnal form, which 
does not develop until August and Sep- 
tember. 


More Common in Autumn. 


"In this country the latter of the two 


is much more common. 
It never ex- 


ists after a severe frost. The symptoms 
are, in a majority of cases, very like those 
of an ordinary cold in the head, but there 
is much more headache nnd distress, and 
Borne sufferers become very low spirted. 
A recent case of suicide is attributable 
to this iHness. 


"Cough is often present, and is usually 


very distressing. Paroxysms of asthma 
may develop, so like the ordinary bron- 
chial form as to be indistinguishable 
from it. - 


"hay fever is due, first, to an impaired 


ftatp of the nervous system; second, to 
eome «ort of disturbance, organic or func- 
tional, accompanied by changes in the 
chemical composition of the secretions, 
with hypersensitive areas in the upper 
respiratory tract: ai. I third, to some 
definite local irritant, which may be the 
pollen of some plant or the emanation ol 
some animal. 


"Many physicians recently have turned 


to tho idea that the illness is produced 
by a definite germ, which can grow only 
in suitable "soil," as is the case with the 
bacillus of tuberculosis. 
All 
of 
us 


lircathe in innmerable consumption germs 
every day, yet comparatively few of us 
arc ftaken with the disease, because the 
majority have tissues in which the bacilli 
cannot thrive. The theory is that once 
the hay fever germ gets started under 
favorable conditions, the exciting stimu- 
lus, such as the pollen of a plant, pre- 
cipitates the disease. 


"All sorts of emanations may Induce an 


attack. For instance, tho late Dr. Aus- 
tin Flint wan liable to hey fever, or even 
nsthmn, if ho slept on a certain sort of 
feather 
pillow. 
However, the name 


'pollenpsis' indicates what most general- 
ly is regarded as tho prime exciting 
stimulus. 


"A most important factor in the dis- 


ease is the conditio i of the nasal mucous 
membrane. It. has been discovered that 
in a large proportion of the cases ot 
hay asthma thero was local diseases ot 
ih'fi mucous membrane of the nose, the 
cure of which rendered the patient im- 
mune to conditions previously exciting 
the attacks.

tincture of iodine diluted with alcohol.

Xew York. Sept. 8-:—Five thousand 


children of New York at, summer work 
nml play under right moral nnd physical 
conditions —that is the achievement ot 
the daily ruction Bible schools, which 
were in session during .July at recreation 
centers in more than a score ot rity 
cluirche?. The vncation school work was 
lirought to an end with commencement 
ovoreiaoa in the .Sixty-ninth Kegituent 


armory, Twenty-liftli street and Lexing- 
ton avenue. 


Tho work this summer has been higger 


than ever, says Dr. Robert (i. Boville, the 
national director, who is also the orig- 
inator of the movement. Not only in 
New York, but all over tho country the 
movement has spread. 
This Bummer the 


vacation school idea has oeen put in op- 
eration in fifty cities, as compared with 
twenty-four cities last year. And this 
summer 48,000 children have been en- 
rolled and 900 college students, represent- 
ing fifteen of the larger universities and 
colleges, were engaged in tea,chinb them. 
Churches of all denominations have taken 
up the plan as a working scheme to util- 
ize their church buildings to the greatest 
maximum during Rummer months. 


Dr. Boville's Discovery. 


The movement bad its origin in 1901 


with Dr. Hoville, a New York- man. 


"It was discovered by the nature of 


things," snys Dr. Itoville. "It wan the 
conjunction of three opportunities that 
looked one another in the face, and in- 
vited acquaintances'. 
In the spring of 


1001. while serving as superintendent of 
the Baptist city missions, I had forced 
on my attention three idle things: First, 
idle children, who during July and Au- 


gust spend eixty-t.wo days on the street, 
without public, oversight, anil who are 
weary of the vacation after the first two 
weeks of freedom; second, idle churchci 
that in crowded districts wore usually 
closed; third, idle college students who 
desired employment during tha summer 
months and who, while not qualified to 
conduct missions or supply pailmVts, were 
well adapted to win the confidence of 
children. 


"Five churches on the east side were 


opened daily and a student staff placed 
in each one to gather in the children and 
give them each morning an hour of re- 
ligious instniction and singing and an 
hour of manual work and play. 
Con- 


trary to the fears of the fearful, when 
the notice wa« placed on each building 
that a daily vacation Bible school would 
open it appealed to the children so thor- 
oughly, that on the first morning there 
wn.s a crowd waiting at each door for 
admission long before the opening hour. 
As the weeks passed the. children kept 
coming. They had found bright, attrac- 
tive student friends nnd a refuge from 
the hot streets. 
Their mothers were 


grateful for this and expressed their 
thanks." 
j 


From that beginning in New York the 


movement spread to many i-lnnvhes an;! 
fifty cities. Tim Federation of Churchi'S 
lias taken ft definite part in the move- 
ment. 
In this city the Protestant Kpis- 


copal church has taken the idea into 
its city parish work and is conducting a 
number of daily vacation Bible schools 
independent of tho general association's 
work. 
Hut the character of the work 


itself is the same. 


The daily session is of two hours, from 


9:30 to 11:30. The first hour is given t.o 
music, a Hihle story and habit tallci. 
Special emphasis is given to the Hible 
story as a story; no ell'ort is made to 
point sectarian teaching. 
The second 


hour is given over to industrial work, 
which generally consists of hammock- 
making for the boys and 
rallia. reed

there arc open iiir games, gymnasium 
work and frequent picnics and outings. 
The Judson Memorial church's vacation 
school had an outing at Coney Island. 
The children enrolled are from kinder- 
garten age up to fourteen years. 


Dollar Per Pupil'. 


'Last year 3R,30fi children were enrolled 


in the work carried on by the associa- 
tion in the. several cities, and the total 
expenditure was $36,755. The average is 


therefore less than a. dollar for ca.^h 
pupil. 
To extend tho work and estab- 


lish morn schools in more- cities has 
been the object of a vigorous campaign 
conducted during the hist three years, 
f.ast summer the children themselves 
gave pennies which totalled $470.

Misquotation* 
by 
Popular 
Writer* 


Have Been Many, and In Soms 


Caios They Have Stuck. 


Some of tho most frequently used 


quotations are not quotations at all, 
but in many cases convey the oppo- 
site meaning of the original word- 
ing. 


Fenimore 
Cooper, 
for 
instance, 


thouught he was quoting from the Bi- 
ble when he spoke of an inscription 
being devised that "he who runs may 
read," signifying that it was easily 
read by a man in haste. 
If Cooper 


had looked in bis Bible he 
would 


hare found in the bpok of Habakkuk 
that the passage he tried to quote 
was: 
"Write the vision and make it 


plain that be may run that readeth 
it" The vision was a warning and 
the'reader was to flee from danger, but 
the Cooper version has survived the 
original and practically put it out of 
use, 


A popular chronic misquotation Is 


that of the passage in "Hudlbras," 
•which 
says: 
"He 
that 
complies 


against his will is of the same opin- 
ion still." 
Authors and public speak- 


ers without number have twisted 
that into "A man convinced against 
his will Is of the same opinion still," 
forgetting that a man who was con- 
vinced could not possibly remain of 
his previous opinion, for if he was 
of the same opinion he would not be 
convinced. 


Theodore Roosevelt publicly' de- 


clared that Washington in his 
fare- 


well address said: "To be prepared 
for war is the most effective means 
to promote peace." 
But the 
first 


president said nothing of the sort in 
his farewell address. In his first mes- 
sage to congress he said: "To be pre- 
pared for war Is one of the most ef- 
fective means of preserving peace," 
and he spoke of other 
means 
as 


well. 


Novelists do not seem to be very 


strong in their knowledge 
of 
the 


Scriptures somehow, and Sir Walter 
Scott In "The Heart of Midlothian" 
attempts to point a moral with the 
words: "Our simple and unpretend- 
ing heroine had the spirit of those 
peacemakers to whom it Is promised 
as a benedlctiop that they shall in- 
herit the earth," 
The fact Is that 


the peacemakers did not receive any 
such promise, but It is said that "tho 
meek shall Inherit tho earth."

CORRECT TO SAY "DIS-CLAWS." 


Anyway, New Jersey Farmer Devised 


• Scheme Which Resulted In Dis- 


comfiture to the Spoiler* of 


His Hen Roo«t«. 


Benjamin Groner, a farmer In the 


Bird's Eye Hollow neighborhood, just 
:>ver the New Jersey line from Gosh- 
en, In studying the habits of hawks 
noted that those prowling and snoop- 
ing birds always parched 
on 
the 


branch of some tree or on a high 
fence or other good point for observa- 
tion, near a poultry yard and from 
there tofck a comprehensive view of 
the surroundings and their possibili- 
ties before swooping down on the con- 
tents of the yard. That set Farmer 
Groner to thinking, and he thought to 
such purpose that It resulted in his de- 
rising a contrivance which he believed 
would be the ruination of every hawk 
that came nosing about his premises. 


He had a sythe blade made of the 


best steel he could procure. He ground 
and whetted the edge of the blade un- 
til it was as keen as keen could be. 
Then he fastened the butt end of the 
blade -with bolts tight to a high pole 
near the top, edge up, and at an angle 
of 46 degrees. The pole he then set 
In the ground, a few rods from his 
poultry yard at the edge of a wood lot 


In the afternoon of the day he set 


the trap a hawk came sailing along 
over the tops of the trees. Farmer 
Groner was in his barn and saw it and 
watched Its manoeuvers. 


The big bird circled about a few 


times and then dropped down on the 
outstretched scythe blade, which ap- 
peared as a convenient point of ob- 
servation.

covered that he had

wiser than he knew, for he found * 
couple of seta of owl ton 
on 
the 


ground beneath the scythe blade. Ho 
had not calculated on owls, but hold- 
Ing to the old fashioned belief that 
those nocturnal prowlers were habi- 
tual robbers of hen roosts, he gloat- 
ingly accepted the evidence of the ef- 
ficacy of his trap u an owl dis- 
courager. 


Ever since that Installing of the 


scythe trap for business on the Groner 
farm it has been kept on duty, and 
the frequent findings of hawk and owl 
claws scattered beneath It and the 
noticeable Increase in his poultry flock 
are Incontrovertible proof to Farmer 
Groner that It is doing the work It 
was planned to do. An owl or hawk 
that lights on that terrible perch Is 
forever unfitted for stealing chickens. 
for both birds capture their prey with. 
their claws.
